 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 13 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 14

SUBTITLE 8. HIRING PROHIBITIONS. 16 

 

2–801. 17 
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 (A) THIS SECTION APPLIES TO ALL UNITS IN THE EXECUTIVE, 1 

JUDICIAL, AND LEGISLATIVE BRANCHES OF STATE GOVERNMENT, INCLUDING 2 

ANY UNIT WITH AN INDEPENDENT PERSONNEL SYSTEM. 3 

 

 (B) AN APPOINTING AUTHORITY MAY NOT HIRE AN INDIVIDUAL WHO 4 

HAS BEEN TERMINATED WITH PREJUDICE FROM STATE SERVICE. 5 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall be 6 

construed to apply only prospectively and may not be applied or interpreted to have 7 

any effect on or application to any offer of employment made to an individual by an 8 

appointing authority before the effective date of this Act. 9 

 

 SECTION 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 10
